Ex-Associate of Defend- 
ant in Perjury Trial 
Says Members Ex- 
pected to Get Large 
U.S. Niékel Order. 


Lee B. Schumacher and his 
associates hoped to buy the 
$33,000,000 war surplus Nicaro 
nickel plant in Cuba for $1, H. 
G. S. Anderson, one of the 
members of his group, testified 
today in United States District 
Court. 


Schumacher, former part- 
owner of Precast Slab & Tile 
Co.,' Inc., 1367 South 
way, is on trial before a jury in 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen’s court, 
charged with perjury and with 
obstructing justice by trying to 
influence Anderson. Both were 
witnesses in the inquiry into the 
official conduct of James P. Fin. 
negan, also associated with them 
in the Nicaro venture. 

Finnegan, who resigned under 
fire as Collector of Internal 
Revenue here, is now under two- 
year prison sentence for official 
misconduct. He has not yet be- 
gun serving his sentence, how- 
ever. 

Tells of Hopes of Group. 


On cross-examination today, 
Anderson said it was correct 
that he and his associates, in 
their unsuccessful attempt to 
buy the war surplus plant, hoped 
to get it for $1, plus a large 
order for nickel and cobalt a 
a price the Government would 
specify. Anderson, @ 69-year-old 
metallurgist and mining engi- 
neer of wide experience, could 
not recall exactly when that plan 
was abandoned. 

In a letter written Ander- 
son to Schumacher June 17, 
1949, identified by the witness, 
Anderson said that in their op- 
erating plan for the Nicaro plant 

would include a $50,000 

them because 


the “two-by-feur Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation engineers 
would say we are enriching our- 
selves.” 

As for the proposed $165,000 
annual ljegal retainers to 
paid to Finnegan and another 
member of their group, William 
M. Boyle Jr., Democratic na- 
tional chairman, Anderson tes- 
tified that Schumacher had sug- 
gested enough money be set 
aside in their prospective oper- 
ating plan to take care of legal 
retainers. 

Anderson explained the $165,- 
000 in legal fees was intended 
for “those persons who had been 
a help in getting the project 
started and getting the money.” 

Asked about a meeting in the 
law offices of Gilbert Weiss, 
former law associate of the late 
Robert E. Hannegan, one-time 
Postmaster General, Anderson 
recalled that those present 
included Schumacher, Weiss, 
George Bolz and Eugene Bruns, 
friends of Schumacher, and 
Charles Alexander, a friend of 
Weiss. Anderson said it was his 
first meeting with Weiss, who 
later represented Schumacher in 
negotiations for the nickel plant. 


Charge in Indictment. 


In the indictment, Schumach- 
er is charged in five counts with 
perjury, based in part on his 
testimony before the so-called 
Finnegan grand jury. He al- 
legedly made false statements 
about his association with Fin- 
negan and Anderson when ques- 
tioned about the scheme to buy 
the Nicaro nickel plant. 

Two of the perjury counts 
charge that he lied to agents of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau's 
intelligence unit. In the charge 
of obstructing justice, Schu- 
macher is accused of trying to 
get Anderson to destroy letters 
discussing Finnegan and the 
nickel plant negotiations.

‘Former Cardinals’ Own- 
er in Prison Since 
May 4 on 15-Month 


Tax Sentence. 


- Fred M. Saigh, former owner 
of the St. Louis Cardinals, has 
obtained a parole from his 15- 
month sentence for income tax 
evasion, it was announced today 
at the Federal Penitentiary at 
Terre Haute, Ind. 

Saigh, who entered the prison 


be last May 4, will be released with- 


in a week, Warden Bernard Mad- 
igan said. The parole order calls 
for release next Thursday, but 
Saigh probably will leave the 
penitentiary before that date on 
the basis of merits earned for 
“good work” while a prisoner, 
Madigan explained. 

The former baseball club 
owner became,eligible for parole 
under federal prison rules on 
Oct. 4, at the expiration of one- 
third of his term. He was given 
a hearing at the prison by a 
representative of the Federal 
Parole Board on Oct. 16. 

Saigh, who was a practicing 
attorney and real estate operator 
before becoming a National 
League baseball club owner, was 
sentenced by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Roy W. Harper last 
Jan. 28 after pleading nolo con- 
tendere (no contest) to two 
counts of an indictment charg- 
ing he filed fraudulent income 
tax returns. The Government 
dismissed three other counts. 

In pleading no contest, Saigh 
admitted in effect that he had 
evaded payment of $19,099 in 
taxes on his 1947 earnings and 
the 1949 income of himself and 
his wife. Judge Harper sen- 
tenced him to 15 months and a 
$10,000 fine on one count, and 
to 15 months and a $5000 fine 
on the second count, with the 
prison terms to run concur- 
rently. The $15,000 fine was paid 
before Saigh entered prison. 

The Government has pressed 
claims of $398,357 in back taxes 
and penalties against Saigh and 
his wife, and an additional claim 
of $215,025 against the baseball 
club. Appeals from the claims 
are pending in’ United States 
Tax Court in Washington. 

Last February Saigh sold the 
Cardinals -to AnheuSer-Busch, 
Inc., for $3,750,000. August A. 
Busch Jr., president of the 
brewery, announced that $2,500,- 
000 was paid to Saigh, and the 
new owners assumed an indebt- 
edness of $1,250,000. 

Saigh subsequently posted 
$500,000 in United States bonds 
with the Government to insure 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
against any loss through the tax 
claims.

—An imaginary atomic bomb at- 
'tack today sent President and 
Mrs. Eisenhower to their air-

retary Charles E. Wilson and 
‘other military leaders, civilian 
and uniformed, took shelter to- 
gether in a Pentagon sub-base- 
‘ment. Their position, unofficial 
observers agreed, was far less 
secure than the President’s 
whose shelter was designed to 
be proof against any possible 
outside explosion. 

| The Pentagon's other 27,000 
' occupants were herded into cor- 
ridors and other inside areas 
which presumably would offer 
some protection against the 
bomb’s blast, heat, and radiation. 

500,000 Participate. 

In all 500,000 Government 
workers and school children par- 
ticipated in the civil defense 
test. It was the first such test 
at the White House since World 
War II. 

The renovated $750,000 shelter 
under the White House is en- 
cased in reinforced concrete 
many feet thick.

“yellow alert” at 9:10 a.m. in- 
dicating enemy planes were 
headed here. The “red alert” 
came at 10 a.m, sounded by the 
city’s 38 air raid alarms and 70 
police and fire sirens. 


Escorted to Shelter. 


As the red alert sounded, 
James A. Rowley, supervising 
agent of the White House Secret 
Service detail, rushed into the 
President’s office. He led the 
Chief Executive past the rose 
garden, into the White House, 
and down into the complex 
shelter. 

Mrs. Eisenhower, escorted by 
Secret Service agents, joined her 
husband a few moments later. 

The imaginery bombs ex- 
ploded shortly afterward — one 
over downtown Washington sev- 
eral blocks from the White 
House and another about 2500 
feet south of the Pentagon. 

The all-clear was sounded at 
10:18 a.m. 

Though the President and his 
wife and staff were safe—and 
actually no one was injured in 
the complicated test—civil de- 
fense officials estimated imag- 
inary casualties at 150,000.

TRIESTE, Nov. 5 (UP) — 
United States and British troops 
were called out today to quell 
prolonged rioting in which at 
least three Italian demonstrators 
were killed and many were 
injured. 


Savage fighting, in support of 
Italias demands for control of 
Trieste, swirled at one point to 
the steps of the altar of San 
Giovanni Church. 


Six truck loads of American 
infantrymen armed with ma- 
chine guns were sent into the 
Piazza Unita where a howling 
mob raged out of control in 
front of city hall and defied the 
local, allied-trained police. 

A British infantry company ar- 
rived a few seconds later. 


Troops Circle Area. 


The United States and British 
troops did not move directly into 
the center of the rioting crowds, 
but circled the area in trucks. 
Local police then succeeded in 
clearing the Piazza Unita. 

A screaming, stone-hurling 
mob, broken up earlier in San 
Giovanni Square, gathered in the 
bey Unita just before night- 

all. 

An estimated 100,000 persons 
—one third of Trieste’s popula- 
tion—jammed the city’s central 
streets and boulevards and 
watched as American and British 
troop carriers rolled into the 
riot center. 

The crowds screamed ugl 
and mainly anti-British slogans, 
apparently because the British 
are largely in control of Trieste's 
military government. 

“British get out,” and “You 
are murderers of our students,” 
were among the cries heard. 

The intervention by American 
and British troops marked the 
first time the Allied occupation 
forces. have been called on to re- 
store order in this tense city in 
eight years of occupation. 

American and British troops 
had been confined to their bar- 
racks during the earlier demon- 
strations and riotnig which 
raged through most of the day 
and flared in a bloody two-hour 
street fight in front of the 
famed San Giovanni church. 

In addition to the dead, hos- 
pitals listed 12 persons serious- 
ly injured. 


* Warning Shots Fired. 


ing shots over the heads of the 
mob in front of the church but 
were unable to control the 
rioters, who answered their 
shots with brickbats and paving 
stones. Many police were among 
those injured in the fighting. 

This correspondent saw one 
youth carried into an ambu- 
lance with a bullet wound in 
his stomach after the police 
fired their warning shots. It was 
believed a _ ricocheting bullet 
struck him. 

The police who were called 
out to quell the demonstrations 
favoring return of Trieste to 
Italy are local police, who have 
been trained by the British and 
American: forces occupying dis- 
puted Zone A of this free ter- 
ritory. 

The news that some of the 
rioters had been killed swept 
through the tense city and the 
mood of the crowds became 
uglier. 

Students and bystanders 
grabbed bricks from a hole 
where workmen had been re- 
pairing the road and showered 
police with them. They kept 
hurling the bricks even when 
police jeeps charged through the 
square and turned high-pressure 
water hoses on the crowd.

CONNOR CHARGES 


Investigation Bogged 
Down Here With Sur- 
face Barely Scratched, 
Crime Commission 
Director Says.

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 5—The 
surface has hardly been 
scratched in the investigation of 
labor racketeering in the St. 
Louis area and United States At- 
torney-General Herbert Brownell 
Jr. has been deaf to pleas of of- 
ficials and citizens to dig fur- 
ther into the situation, James 
W. Connor, operating director 
of the St. Louis Crime Commis- 
sion, declared here yesterday. 

Two agents of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation worked up 
the evidence on which 16 in- 
dictments against labor leaders 
were returned last July, but one 
of these agents has resigned, the 
other has been transferred, and 
nothing has happened since, 
Connor asserted, 

Speaking before the National 
Association of Citizens’ Crime 
Commissions, attended by repre- 
sentatives of 14 cities, Connor 
said that since late July the 
federal inquiry had “completely 
bogged down.” 

United States District Judge 
George H. Moore was “so elated 
about the grand jury findings 
‘that he extended its life until 
| next January and, to add fuel to 
‘the fire, he impanéled a second 
grand jury,” Connor continued. 

Ne One to Guide Juries. 

“For the first time in the his- 
tory of the Eastern District of 
Missouri, we now have two 


y|grand juries, both specifically 


charged and raring to go. How- 
ever, to date, these grand juries 
have held no meetings simply 
because there is no one to guide 
them.” 

With the men who sparked the 
earlier investigation now out of 
the picture, the only current 
activity is in the hands of As- 
sistant Attorney General Tom 
De Wolfe, who was sent from 
Washington to prepare the pend- 
ing indictments for trial, Connor 
went on. 

“All of these cases are set for 
next year,” Connor said. “I 
have the utmost confidénce in 
Tom De Wolfe; however, he has 
his hands full preparing the 
pending cases.

ATOM LAW 
DRAFTED BY A 


Would Increase Role of 


Industry, Facilitate 
Exchange of Data 
Among Allies.

| WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—The

‘amendments to the Atomic 
| Energy Act and expects to have 
‘them ready for consideration by 
Congress on the first day it

The amendments are intended 
to increase the participation of 
private industry in the program 
and to facilitate the exchange 
of atomic information among our 
allies. 

Hearings looking toward re- 
vision of the act were held last 
summer by the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy. The amendments drafted 
under the supervision of Adm. 
Lewis Strauss, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, are 
now being circulated among in- 
terested Government depart- 
ments prior to submission to the 
committee. 

Effect of Amendments.

Permit private industry to 
own or rent fissionable mate- 
rials and to operate, under con- 
trols, power reactors.

‘Threat’ to Soviet Union. 


The Soviet government said 
American bases in such places 
as Spain, Greece, Turkey, North 
Africa and the Middle East have 
created “a threat to the security 
of the Soviet Union as well as 
to that of a number of other 
states, which leads to a further 
increase of international_tension 
and heightens the threat of a 
new world war.” 

“As the Soviet government 
has repeatedly pointed out,” the 
note said, “these military bases 
have been established primarily 
in areas bordering on the Soviet 
Union and the countries of the 
people’s democracies, which in 
itself shows that these bases 
have nothing to do with the de- 
fense duties of the member 
states of the Atlantic bloc, but 
which have been planned to be 
used for aggressive aims.” 

The note asked whether the 
Western powers were proposing 
to hold a four-power conference 
on Germany at the same time 
they were trying to get the 
European , Defense Community 
and Bonn agreements ratified.

An ordinance that attempts to 
by-pass a ruling by Missouri 
Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton that state law forbids the 
use of flashing red lights and 
sirens on the privately-owned 
vehicles of police officers and 
volunteer firemen was passed 
yesterday by the St. Louis 
County Council. 

Introduced and passed under 
suspension of the rules, the 
ordinance amends the county 
traffic code by defining as “au- 
thorized emergency vehicles,” 
the automobiles privately owned 
by law enforcement officers and 
members of a ‘fire district or 
volunteer fire department. 

The ordinance states that such 
vehicles may be equipped with 
red lights and sirens but re-| 


stricts their use to occasions 
when they are actually 


being | 


official duties. 

Authorization must be ob- 
tained from the County Traffic 
Commission before privately 
owned automobiles can be des- 
ignated as authorized emergency 
vehicles. Application for such 
authorization must be made by 
the owner's department head 
rather than the owner himself. 

Councilman Harold D. Carey, 
who introduced the bill, ex- 
pressed belief the county had 
authority to enact such a meas- 
ure under its home rule char- 
ter. He said it would take care 
of the situation caused by Dal- 
ton’s ruling which had threat- 
ened to “play havoc” with the 
county’s volunteer fire depart- 
ments. Department members 
indicated they would resign if 
forced to make emergency runs 
to fires without the protection 


of the warning devices. 
After passage of the ordi-| 
nance, the executive committee | 
of the Underwriters’ Salvage 
Corps of St. Louis met and re- 
scinded its earlier decision to 
quit making runs into four 
county communities, President 
John J. O’Toole announced.

New U.S. H-Bomb Test Next 
Spring Indicated. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (UP) | 
—The United States will con- | 
duct new H-bomb tests in the 
Pacific next spring, informed | 
sources indicated today. 
The tests will be carried out | 
by atomic task force seven, | 
probably at Bikini, these sources 


said. 

The United States tested the 
atomic trigger of H-bombs at 
Einwetok, in the same island 
group as Bikini, in 1951, and 
followed up with a genuine hy- 
drogen bomb test explosion last 
fall. 

The 1952 H-bomb “device” 
was too big to be classed as a 
deliverable weapon. There is be- 
lief here that next year’s test 
will be of a more compact de- 
vice which could be carried by a 
big bomber and launched against | 
a target—possibly in the form 
of a missile released at a safe | 
distance and guided to the point 
of explosion by the mother 
plane. ‘ 

The next nuclear explosion 
will be at least the fifty-fourth 
and possibly the fifty-fifth ever 
set off.

defensive alignment developed 
three weeks ago—by accident. 

Three players are the key 
to the “defensive I,” which is 
considered technically simple 
and, therefore, & coaching 
boon in drilling players for 
double-duty performance un- 
der the one-platoon system. 

Here’s the way it works: 

Guard Menil Mavraides is 
in the line. Immediately be- 
hind him, like a T-formation 
quarterback on offense, is 
Center Jim Schrader. Hold- 
ing on to Schrader from be- 
hind is Guard Ray Lemek. 

When the opposing center 
snaps the ball, the defensive. 
pattern explodes. Schrader can 
go one way into the line and 
Lemek another. Both can hit 
the same side or go wide. 

“They just roam and run,” 
explained Joe McArdle, vet- 
eran Notre Dame line coach. 
“Their objective is to get to 
the ball. It is up to them to 
judge entirely for themselves 
what to do. This eliminates 
teaching them set defensive 
moves. They are out there 
on their own and so far have 
done a fine job.” 

McArdle said the “I” was 
something the Irish “just 
stumbled on” in practice. 

“In a scrimmage ‘with the 
freshmen,” he explained, “the 
varsity defense just happened 
to line up with Mavraides, 
Schrader and Lemek behind 
each other. They said it gave 
them more chance to get to 
the ball because they had a 
running start when the op- 
posing center snapped it.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5 
(AP)—Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, predicted to- 
day Congress will continue farm 
price supports next year to 
check what he called “this grow- 
ing farm depression.” 

“We simply cannot afford to 
allow this growing farm depres- 
sion to grow worse and spread 
into a general depression for 
all,” he said in a speech at the 
Missouri Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation’s annual convention. 

Symington predicted Congress 
would pass a 90 per cent parity 
support program for wheat over 
the President's veto if neces- 
sary. 

“I believe,” he said, “that 
when Congress returns next 
year it is going to concern itself 
with a continuation of the price 
support programs for agricul- 


ture. 
Rule by Majority. 
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“I believe in rule by the ma- 
jority. Eight-seven per cent of 
our farmers nationally voted for 
wheat support, 77 per cent in 
this state. I am convinced after 
traveling all over this state that 
a large majority of the farmers 
in this state want 90 per cent 
supports. They'll get 90 per cent. 
If the President vetoes 90 per 
cent, the Congress will pass over 
his veto.” 


Symington added that “the 
present situation in agriculture 
amounts to a serious recession. 
It is a recession that's beginning 
to be felt on main street, and 
even in our big cities, where 
workers in industries closely re- 
lated to agriculture are being 
laid off. 

“If a way isn't found soon to 
deal with the farm recession, 


this cancerous growth on our 
economy.will gradually but in- 
evitably spread throughout the 


whole of our nation and we will | 


be in another depression.” 


Symington told the Farm Bu- | 
reau delegates that he tele- | 


graphed Secretary of Agricul- 


ture Ezra Taft Benson again yes- | 
terday, renewing his appeals for: 


1. An airlift of Government 
planes to help move hay into 
Missouri drouth areas. 


2. Addition of 29 northern 
counties to the drouth disaster 
area so they can take advan- 
tage of a’ 50 per cent cut in 
rail freight rates on hay. 


3. Release of $1,000,000 in 
federal aid, without restric- 
tions, to help the state pay 
the freight on hay in its 
$6,500,000 emergency hay pro- 
gram. 

Against Looking to U.S. 


Another convention speaker, 
J. C. Lynn, told the delegates 
not to look to Washington for 
the solution of all their prob- 
lems. Lynn, legislative direceor 
of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, said “we firmly be- 
lieve that there must be some 
type of agricultural price sup- 
port program,” but “we need to 
find a formula for prosperity 
without war and with a mini- 
mum of interference by the 
Government.” 

He suggested that a great ex- 
pansion in the foreign market 
for American agriculture would 
help. 

Yesterday, H. E. Slusher, a 
Democrat, who is head of the 
state federation, made a speech 
that went down the line in sup- 
port of Republican Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson. Slusher 
called for “less talk of depres- 
sion” and “less sniping at the 
Administration.” 

Slusher said that “blaming the 
Secretary for the failures or 
acts of the previous administra- 
tion is not the cure for the pres- 
ent economic plight of the farm- 
er.” 


Backs Reorganization. 


He also called for support of 
Benson's controversial plans to 
reorganize the Department of 
Agriculture. 

“Doing away with the seven 
regional offices of the Soil Con- 
servation Service,” he said, “can- 
not help but bring the various 
state conservation offices into 
closer harmony at the state level. 
With the federal department 
dealing directly with the state, 
local administration can be much 
more satisfactory.” 


Slusher warned that a policy 
of 90 per cent fixed price sup- 
ports “demanded by many farm- 
ers—would force the government 
to be the. sole buyer of farm 
commodities. And carried to its 
ultimate conclusion, that “could 
have grave dangers for our way 
of life.” 

He urged farmers to think in 
terms of long-range goals, not 
just emergencies. 

Controls Linked to Supports. 

“If farmers are determined 
on a course of high price sup- 
ports, then they must determine 
to accept absolute rigid acreage 
controls, not control of the acre- 
age of the crop in question, but 
control of the acreage taken out 
of production in that crop.

Marcantonio, former Con- 
gressman and for years state 
chairman of the ALP, said in a 
statement that his decision to 
leave the party was “on unhap- 
py and most difficult one.” 

“It is a decision that is in- 
evitable,” he said, “because I 
believe ... efforts for independ- 
ent political action are impossi- 
ble and hopeless today through 
the ALP.” 

This, he said, is because of an 
“inherent division” in the party 
on whether to operate as an ef- 
fective political party and put 
up candidates, or whether to act

group. 

He said with the ALP’s 
mayoral candidate, Clifford T. 
McAvoy, getting only 54,372 
votes Tuesday, the party by next 
year would not be able to mus- 
ter the 50,000 votes needed to 
stay on the ballot in the guber- 
natorial election. , 

McAvoy could have polled 
100,000 votes, Marcantonio said, 
if the ALP had had a united 
campaign. 

The ALP has long been in- 
volved in factional fights. A 
major split led to formation of 
the present Liberal party by a 
conservative wing of former 
ALP leaders. 

The ALP became the New 
York branch of Henry Wallace's 
Progressive party in the 1948 
presidential election, and anoth- 
er split occurred when Wallace 
left the Progressives following 
the election. 

In recent years the ALP has 
been repeatedly labeled as a 
tool of Communists.

In 
parts of the northeast, chronic 
drouth has produced impoverish- 
ment on a mass scale, so much 
so that there is a steady and con- 
tinuing migration to the cities 
and to the new west. 


Low Monthly Inceme. 


An investigator who .recently 
visited the northeastern state of 
Bahia, where the population is 
of predominantly Negro origin, 
found that 70 per cent of the 
workers were living on incomes 
of no more than 700 cruzeros a 
month. That means $37 at the 
official rate of exchange—about 
$17 at the more realistic free 
market . rate. 


The same investigator report- 
ed the Bahians seemed to accept 
their “miseria” with passive res- 
ignation—an attitude that is 
quite general in Brazil’s rural 
areas, though not in the cities. 
What accounts for this apathy? 

It is partly climate, partly tra- 
dition, partly poor health, part- 
ly lack of education.

Many of the poor, especially 
in the equatorial north, seem to 
have much the same philosophy 
toward life as their African and 
Indian ancestors, They live just 
from one day to the next with 
lit‘’: thought for the future. 


Méanwhile, President Getulio 
Vargas is trying hard to keep 
labor satisfied through concilia- 
tory gestures by his Minister of 
Labor, Joao Goulart. Vargas is 
indebted to labor for voting him 
into office in 1950. 

But employers complain that 
Goulart is going too far. They 
claim he is wittingly or unwit- 
tingly playing into the hands 
of the Communists who are out 
to expand their foothold in the 
labor setup. 

So far, the Communists have 
“captured” no more than a tenth 
of the labor unions, but they 
have cells in many places, in- 
cluding probably the Labor Min- 
istry. For the present their pol- 
icy seems to be to disrupt rather 
than assume any responsibility. 

With a total strength of 3,000,- 
000 (not counting farm labor) 
and an organized strength of 


| 700,000, Brazil’s labor force is 


a potent political instrument.

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That Quick Airport Grab 

Rather incongruously, the St. Louls municipal 
airport is now a principality of Berkeley—unless 
legal proceedings ordered by Mayor Tucker nul- 
lify the 315-59 vote by which the citizens of the 


little suburban community on Tuesday annexed 


the flying field. 

Actually, Mayor Tucker has never flatly op- 
posed this extension of Berkeley's authority. 
But he made it conditional on the adoption of a 
charter by. the suburb which would clearly guar- 
antee the city’s rights and privileges in the air- 
port area. 

In a letter to Tucker, Mayor Bill Bangert of 
Berkeley has again offered to embody these mat- 
ters in city ordinances, But an ordinance is not 
the same as a charter provision. An ordinance 
passed by one Berkeley aldermanic board may 
be repealed by another. This method of local 
legislation simply does not afford St. Louis the 
safeguards to which it is entitled. 

Mayor Bangert also has promised to recom- 
mend the election next April of a board of free- 
holders to draft a charter embodying the city’s 
rights at the airport, In all probability, there 
would have been considerably less protest had 
the annexation followed the adoption of such 
a charter, instead of preceding it, But Berkeley 
was eager to beat the deadline of a new state 
law which requires a court decision that annex- 
ation of any given area is essential] to the func- 
tioning of the annexing municipality. Whether 
Berkeley actually acted in time to avoid this 
requirement is likely to be a major point in the 
litigation to be started by City Counselor Liber- 
man. 

Even so, Berkeley's haste is open to question. 
Mayor Bangert explains that the annexation 
cannot be considered a “tax grab” since the 
suburb will be able to collect no more than per- 
sonal property taxes from lessees of airport in- 
stallations. It was voted, he says, primarily to 
provide adequate policing and sewage disposal. 
Granted that there are real police problems 
which are beyond the province of the city; and 
granted also that Coldwater Creek may have 
been treated as an open sewer. Both of these 
problems, however, would seem to be well on 
the way to solution by an increase in the County 
Sheriff's force and by the work of the sewer 
district freeholders. 

A side issue, but an interesting one, is Berke- 
ley’s failure to include the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corporation facilities in its annexation. Mayor 
Bangert explains that an ordinance to this ef- 
fect has already been given a second reading, 
and that the third reading is being held up only 

in an effort to “sell” McDonnell on annexation, 
since the company polices its property and has 
a sewage disposa] plant. To have taken over 
McDonnell, says Bangert, would have created 
the impression that the annexation was for reve- 
nue and not to solve genuine community prob- 
lems. 

Be that as it may, Berkeley acted with a de- 
gree of haste which is hard to justify. The suburb 
was unwilling to submit to a court test: it was 
unwilling to reassure St. Louis by charter pro- 
visions in advance of the annexation, and it was 
unwilling to wait for the working-out of county- 
wide remedies for its major tomplaints. 

St. Louis cannot accept the annexation of the 
airport under these conditions. City Hall is fully 
justified in resisting it in the courts. 
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Job for a Civilian 


There has been no questioning of the in- 
tegrity of the Army and Air Force comptrollers- 
in-uniform, yet these services would do well 
to follow the example of Secretary of the Navy 
Robert B. Anderson in looking for a qualified 
civilian financial officer. Secretary of Defense 
Wilson supports the principle of civilian comp- 
trollers, although he has hesitated to issue a 
flat order putting it into effect. 

The issue has been raised by an Armed Serv- 
ices subcommittee headed by Republican Sen- 
ator Flanders of Vermont. The prime purpose 
of this group is to find ways of reducing the 
defense budget by better business practices. 
And Senator Flanders has a point when he 
suggests that it is not very businesslike to have 
a man reporting to the chief of staff while at 
the same time auditing his books. 

Army Secretary Stevens has testified that the 
comptroller’s job is “part of the command 
structure.” But a comptroller under orders 
simply does not inspire the same confidence 
as does a man not in uniform. Of course, he 
should work in close co-operation with the mil- 
itary, but this official should nevertheless be 
part of the essential civilian control of a 
democracy’s armed forces. 
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‘Step Toward National Suicide’ 

Maybe it did not sound toa bad to the 
Southern governors assembled at Hot Springs, 
Va., when Georgia’s Gov, Herman E. Talmadge > 
said that a United States Supreme Court de- 
cision against segregation in the South’s pub- 
lic schools would be “nothing less than a major 
step toward national suicide.” 

But as they briskly applauded Gov. Talmadge, 
did his fellow-governors think how that re- 
mark—and his other observations on the sub- 
ject—must sound in those vast portions of the 
world not peopled by whites? And did it occur 
to them that it would be resented as well by 
almost all the white nations? 

Speaking before the Southern Governors’ 
Conference, Mr.’ Talmadge sought to give his 
warning against “the most foolhardy sociological 
calamity in our national history” the usual gloss 
of constitutional respectability. He raised the 
old states’ rights argument, warning the Su- 
preme Court not to interfere with the Southern 
states’ control of their own schools. To do so, 
he said, would undo “the unprecedented prog- 
ress” which the South is making in solving its 
own problems. 
¢ But the colored races of the world, we fear, 
have heard little about states’ rights and are 
even less impressed by them. On the other 
hand, they have heard much that is true about 
discrimination in the United States, and even 
more that is untrue. This has always been a 
favorite theme of propagandists bent on under- 
cutting the influence of the United States. 
And it is no help to have it confirmed by the 
Governor of an American state and applauded 
by a dozen other governors. 

It may very well be that the scales in the 
world’s great ideological conflict will be tilted 
by millions of so far uncommitted colored 
people. There are moral, humanitarian and eco- 
nomic considerations which urge an end to 
racial discrimination in the United States. But 
perhaps the most pressing factor in these times 
is its international political significance, 

It is bad enough that Gov. Talmadge should 
have tried to intimidate the Court with such 
strong language. The Justices, however, are 
supposed to be above being influenced in this 
way in the consideration of an a before

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Upsets in the Cities 

After recovering from the surprise of the New 
Jersey and New York elections, politicians of 
both parties will inspect a host of mayoral elec- 
tions which also were held Tuesday. These, too, 
suggest -a Democratic trend, though not so 
sharply as the congressional and gubernatorial 
results in New Jersey. 

The stand-out in the municipal contests was, 
of course, the election of Robert F. Wagner dr. 
in New York. It was not the victory itself but the 
ease and proportion of it which so elated the 
Democrats. But their party could report some 
unusual upsets elsewhere, too. 

The Democrats won the mayor's office of Buf- 
falo, New York’s second largest city, and in do- 
ing so ended eight years of Republican rule. 
They won in Columbus, .O., for the first time 
since 1935 and in Davenport, Ia., for the first 
time since 1933. In generally Republican Penn- 
sylvania, Pittsburgh and Scranton gave unprece- 
dented third terms to Democrats. 

Perhaps the most remarkable Republican vic- 
tory in the mayoral contests was in Little Rock, 
Ark., where Mayor Pratt Remmel won a second 
term. He is the first Republican to be elected 
mayor there in 60 years. The G.O.P. also re- 
placed a Democratic mayor in Syracuse, N.Yi, 
and in some smaller places. But the major up- 
sets in Tuesday’s municipal elections were scored 
by the Democrats. 

This fact alone is hardly enough to justify a 
heady feeling of success in the Democratic 
party. Municipal elections do not reflect senti- 
ment on national issues as clearly as contests 
for governorships or Congress. Mayor David 
Lawrence, Pittsburgh’s popular Democratic 
mayor, frankly attributes his third term to “pe- 
culiar local issues.” 

But if the Republican party looks at the may- 
oral elections with equal realism, it will find a 
warning and a challenge in the results. 
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Laughter at a Price 

We think we have some notion of what the 
editors of Dikobraz, the Czech satirical weekly, 
are going through. They have been criticized by 
the Czech Central Communist publication, Rude 
Pravo, for aiming at “producing laughter at any 
price.” Says that critic of the humorist: “Unre- 
strained expression (of humor) must not lead 
the author to indulge in humor for humor’s sake, 
which results in a lack of ideological content.” 

Of course, what the editors of Rude Pravo 
overlook is that indulgence in humor for ideolo- 
gy’s sake results in a lack of humorous content. 
Overlooking something as easy to perceive as 
that is what comes of outlawing laughter unless 
it is deadly serious. There is no deadly serious 
laughter. Only deadly serious seriousness. 

Rude Pravo’s criticism of Dikobraz is a good 
deal more successful satire than the editors of 
Dikobraz may expect to respond with. It is un- 
conscious satire. It savagely satirizes the Soviet 
system and the Soviet mentality. Swift could not 
have been more cruelly satirical. 

But Rude Pravo’s achievement leaves Diko- 
braz in the position of a speaker whose speech 
has been given by the man who introduced him. 
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Taking Time to Be Right 

Senator Murray’s appeal for postponement of 
the Interior Department’s new power policy is a 
moderate request. The senior Senator from Mon- 
tana only asks President Eisenhower to grant 
enough time for the department and Congress to 
study the proposed changes. 

That ‘request becomes all the more reasonable 
in the light of Senator Murray’s report on a 
reply from Interior Secretary McKay. The Sec- 
retary’s reply indicates, according to the Senator, 
that the department “is just now starting to 
study the effect of this premature policy on 
rural electric co-operatives.” 

If this is the case, the Interior Department 
needs the postponement for {ts own study as 
much as Congress needs it, and perhaps more. 
The REA co-operatives believe the effects of 
the new policy on them will be exceedingly 
harmful, and their opinion should give the 
Executive Department as well as Congress still 
more reason for pause. 

Agriculture Secretary Benson has just re- 
jected a request from Congressional leaders for 
postponement of his Soil Conservation Service 
reorganization long enough for Congress to give 
it another look. That action can hardly be ex- 
pected to improve relations between the White 
House and Congress. 

Another yejection in the case of the new 
power policy would aggravate the ill effects of 
the first rejection. 
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- Serving the Commuter 

Several of our readers have suggested that 
much could be done toward easing traffic con- 
ditions in St. Louis if the railroads would go 
after commuter business. We are not prepared 
to say that speedy and convenient train serv- 
ice from the suburbs would tempt fnany people 
to leave their automobiles at home, but we 
think the idea is worth examining. 

The only commuter train now operating in 
this area is the Missouri Pacific’s Pacific local, 
jocosely known as the “Kirkwood Eagle.” Un- 
happily, its schedule is hardly the most con- 
venient that could be devised, it makes only 
one round trip a day, and its terminal at Union 
Station is too far from the downtown center. 

The departure and arrival times, as well as 
the number of round trips, probably could be 
adjusted without too much difficulty. But what 
would make’ the service most attractive, in our 
opinion, is to bring trains through the Terminal 
Railroad’s Eighth street tunnel and discharge 
passengers in the Arcade Building at Eighth 
and Olive. Loading platforms already exist in 
the basement of that building, and they ‘were 
built for this very purpose. 

In general, the railroads turn up their noses 
at the very mention of commuter trains. Yet. 
it is not outside the realm of possibility that 
changing conditions, especially the growth of 
the county; may have brought the commuter 
train to the verge of economic feasibility. 

The board of freeholders planning the Metro- 
politan Transit District might find the subject 
worthy of a little study. Would good commuter 
service be possible if the proposed Transit Dis- 
trict were to acquire, pool and lease out modern 
equipment to the railroads? Would this not 
save the railroads some taxes and some over- 
head? More important, would it help make 
commuter service economically aes:

The Economics of Bank Holdups Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Wall Street Journal discusses trend of bank robberies; holdups 
have increased, so have arrests and safe sales; amateurs seem 
responsible for many and more women are trying their hand; 
some look for thrills, others escape from high cost of living.

One day two men wearing Halloween 
masks entered the State Bank of Dan- 
vers, Minn., pulled guns, and fled with 
$2500 in a paper bag. 

A couple of weeks ago a lone gun- 
man waylaid the manager of the Securi- 
ty Bank & Trust in Marmaduke, Ark., 
on his way to work, forced him to open 
the bank vault and escaped with $52,000. 

A youth strolled into a Brooklyn bank 
earlier this year and handed a note to 
the teller. The teller hastily stuffed 
$4000 into a paper bag and pushed it 
across the counter. An unaware bank 
guard then politely ushered out the 
lone, silent and successful holdup man. 

The courtesy shown this thief was 
more than a mite unusual. But in other 
ways the incident exemplifies the latest 
trends in bank robbing. The quiet, 


single-handed amateur, often working. 


alone, has replaced the tommy-gun- 
toting gang of professionals that spread 
terror 20 years ago. And the number 
of successful holdups is on the rise. 

For nine straight years now, accord- 
ing to American Bankers Association 
figures, bank stickups have been in- 
creasing. In the year ended Aug. 31, 
there were a worrisome 137 of them, 
up from 101 in the preceding year. 
A decade ago, at the recent low, the 
number was only 20. 

What’s more, in the latest compila- 
tion, the total holdup loot rose even 
more sharply than the number of 
crimes—from about $640,000 to nearly 
$1,100,000. There was an additional 
loss of $186,127 to burglars, who pre- 
fer breaking into a bank by night to 
holding it up by day. The crime wave 
at the money markets codmes despite 
safeguards being imposed by bankers. 


More Embezzlers Than Bandits 


But all this is no cause for salting 
your money away in a sock instead of 
a bank; banks are insured against these 
losses, After one recent robbery, the in- 
surance company paid up in four hours. 

Besides, the loot taken by burglars 
and holdup men together is still only 
a fraction of that lost to embezzlers, 
employes who divert depositors’ money 
to their own pockets. 


And today’s holdups are dwarfed by 
those of the early 1930s, the heyday of 
John Dillinger and Pretty Boy Floyd. 
In 1932, when many banks were having 
trouble enough staying in business, 
bank bandits had their biggest year of 
the past three decades. They perform- 
ed 554 times for a total take of $3,300,- 
000—in pre-inflation currency. 

Partly because of the increase in 
stickups, sales of bank protective 
equipment are rising; other boosters 
are the multiplication of bank 
branches and widespread remodeling. 


The Rise of Amateurism 


Bankers and police find it hard to 
put a finger on the reasons for the cur- 
rent rise in robberies. Some suggest 
it may reflect a general moral let- 
down. Others think it may result from 
the impact of rising living costs on 
fersonal finances. 

“Almost anybody will hold up a bank 
today,” complains Horace Crowe, man- 
ager of the criminal division of New 
York’s J. William Burns Detective 
Agency, which has been protecting 
banks since 1909. “It’s not even a 
thrill to chase bandits any more; 
they’re just punks.” 

As an example of the rise in ama- 
teurism, A.B.A. figures. show that in 
the year ended last August, no less than 
15 women tried to hold up banks, each 


_of them single-handed. The year before, 


there was only one feminine holdup. 
Early this year a 19-year-old mother 


. alone, held yp two Texas banks and 
stole $2300. Her reason: To pay house- 
hold bills. 


In some cases nowadays, the robbery 


motive may not even be primerily eco- 


nomic. One day this year, Clifford 
Baughman, 69, a dignified, respected 
“model citizen,” walked into the Elk 
River Bank, in Elk River, Minn., 
pointed a .45-caliber Colt at the as- 
sistant cashier, handed him the usual 
threatening note and walked out with 
$6000. Caught shortly afterward, Mr. 
Baughman’s explanation was that he 
had grown tired of years of taking 
orders from his wife. 

A growing fashion in bank holdups 
today is the kidnap technique, popu- 
larized by the notorious Willie Sutton. 
Last August, a lone bandit went to 
the home of Eric H. Gronwall, manager 
of a branch of the Franklin National 
Bank on Long Island, N.Y. He forced 
Mr. Gronwall to drive to the bank, 
open the vault and hand over $181,280. 
After the robber had driven a safe dis- 
tance from the bank, he released the 
manager. The thief is still at large. 

Despite the successes, many holdup 
attempts fail these days—often when 
a teller sees through a thief’s bluff. In 
St. Louis, three years ago, a holdup man 
handed a note to a teller, threatening 
to blow up the bank with nitroglycerine 
unless the teller gave him $500. The 
teller dropped behind the counter; the 
robber departed. 


New Forms of Protection 


A year later, the same thief tried a 
similar stunt in a New Orleans bank. 
This time he claimed to have a gun and 
threatened to shoot unless the teller 
came across. The teller called a guard, 
who took the man into custody. 

One reason why the |! np rate is 
still far below the 1932 peak has been 
the activity of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. The FBI arrived on the 
bank-robbery scene with the passage 
of a 1934 law. It meant holdup men 
could no longer find temporary ‘:avens 
by crossing state lines. As a result, 
robberies promptly began to decline: 

For every holdup strategy, the mak- 
ers of bank protective equipment have 
devised a defense. To thwart the kid- 
nap tactic, they’ve produced a device 
that will sound an alarm at the local 
police station when a bank vault is 
opened by an employe against his will. 


Passing of the Safe¢racker 


Then there’s bullet-proof glass for 
tellers’ cages. It saved a teller’s life 
at the Maybrook National Bank in May- 
brook, N.Y. The teller refused a hold- 
up man’s demand to hand over his 
cash. The robber fired, but the bullet 
bounced off the glass. 

Federal Laboratories, Inc., of Pitts- 
burgh, makes tear gas systems designed 
to drive holdup men out of a bank. 


When four bandits walked into a gas- 


equipped Gloucester City, N.J., bank, 
two employes released the gas through 
vents on the banking floor. One bandit 
fired, but the effect of the gas spoiled 
his aim. The holdup men departed, no 
money was taken and no one was hurt. 

Another holdup-foller is a tricky 
teller’s counter. It has two drawers, one 
for big bills, the other for small ones. 
When a threatening note comes over 
the counter, the teller shoves the lesser 
green stuff at the thief while the big 
bills are dumped automatically into a 
time-locked safe below the drawer. 

The makers of safes and vaults claim 
they’ve* made their equipment almost 
burglar-proof, so that the old-time bank 
safecracker now a vanishing 
American.

Bohemian From Down Under 


KATHERINE MANSFIELD, by Anthony Alpers. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, 376 pgs., $.) 

Katherine Mansfield’'s young bio- 
grapher is, like his subject, a native 
New Zealander. He brings to his task 
a sympathetic understanding of the dis- 
tinguished short story writer, a feeling 
for place and setting, and an interest 
in psychological motivation. As a re- 
sult, this biography has the rounded 
and lifelike qualities of a good novel. 


Mr. Alpers evidently won the full co-

The Russian Background 


THE RUSSIAN MIND—FROM PETER THE GREAT 
THROUGH THE ENLIGHTENMENT, by Stuart 
Ramsay Tompkins. (University of Oklahoma Press, 
271 pgs., $4.) 

The first of two volumes, this study 
traces the development of Russian 
thought from, about 1700 to 1855, Fac- 
tors influencing Russian behavior were 
the want of a middle class, Russian na- 
tionalism, glorification of the peasant, 
and confidence in the ability of the 
government to usher in Utopia. 


A devotion to abstract ideas, it is 
claimed, created an indifference to facts 
and a hatred of compromise. The harsh 
uncertainties of life in Russia, and a 
lack of tradition, developed recklessness 
and boldness but also made a violence 
and terror the chief arbiter of the times. 

The author, who is a teacher at the 
University of Oklahoma, is prone to 
generalizations but he is not dogmatic. 


In seeking to use Russia’s past as a 
guide to its present behavior, the read- 
er should always remember that Soviet 


Western ideas of Karl Marx and Rus- 
sian nationalism, with its strong orien-

Siegfried Reinhardt, _ self- 
taught artist and the only St. 
Louisan represented in New 
York’s new Whitney Museum 
annual, has opened a one-man 
show at C.W.S. Galleries, 1006 
Olive street. 


Many of the 18 paintings on 
view are in the new, enriched- 
surface style of the artist's 
“Construction,” winner of first 
prize in the Artists’ Guild’s cur- 
rent display. Five drawings il- 
lustrate the care and originality 
of Reinhardt’s approach to pic- 
ture-making. 


All of the works are being ex- 
hibited for the first time. 
Though they treat biblical and

Dulles on Spanish Bombs. 


For several months predic- 
tions have been forthcoming of 
a presidential speech giving the 
country more of the truth. At 
the White House it is said that 
this is still in the works. It will 
come in a matter of weeks, cer- 
tainly before the end of the 
year, in a telecast from the 
White House. 

The present direction of poli- 
cy-planners in the Department 
of Defense is toward ever 
greater reliance on atomic weap- 
ons. This accords with the con- 
viction that no nation, not even 
as rich and productive a country 
as the United States, can afford 
both the old, conventional arms 
and the new atomic arsenal. 


Change in Law Advocated. 


Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles denied that the United 
States at present has plans to 
store atomic bombs in Spain, 
thus throwing down statements 
by Air Force chiefs. While this 
may be technically correct, the 
fact is that plans are in the 
making to enable the NATO de- 
fense organization to have atom- 
ic weapons available in Western 
Europe. 


It is clearly realized that with 
America moving toward greater 
reliance on atomic capabilities, 
the NATO defense of Western 
Europe would be unrealistic if 
it did not incorporate at the 
working level this same capabil- 
ity. The hope is that a change 
in the law to make this possible 
will be initiated in Congress. 

But exactly the same thing ap- 
plies to the defense of these 
shores. Unless continental de- 
fense recognizes the destructive 
potential of atomic explosives_in 


this the eighth year of the atom- 
ic age, that defense will 
unreal.

EUGENE A. GILMORE DIES, 
FORMER IOWA U, PRESIDENT 


IOWA CITY, Ia., Nov. 5 (AP) 
—Eugene A. Gilmore, president 
emeritus of the University of 
Iowa, died yesterday. He was 
82 years old. 

Dr. Gilmore was \"idely known 
as an educator and l.wyer. He

“WHEN MY HUSBAND gets mad at anything or any- 
one,” she relates, “he smoulders until he gets home, then 
takes it out on me. He’s only 20 years old—do you think 
he'll outgrow this? We-have a baby boy and I'm afraid 
he’ll start taking his bad temper out on this infant instead of 
on me—he has already spanked the litéle fellow a couple of 
times when he was mad at me. I certainly don’t know how 
to handle this situation, in which my husband explodes 
about anything or nothing, and I don’t know how long I 
can wait for him to grow up—if he’s ever going to.” 

You do, indeed, have a serious problem on your hands, 
Mrs, M., the more so because you live in a small town 
where you can not get much help. The first thing to do, 
I'd say at this distance, is to try to get him into the hands of 
the best physician you can find. There may be some de- 
fect in his blood chemistry or other lack of balanced diet 
and proper supplements to it, affecting his self-control. 

x * 

IN THE SECOND PLACE, since you think most of 
these outbursts come from incidents that occur while he is 
at work, I'd find out whether he is in the right kind of a 
job, or whether he can change to something that will be 
less trying to him. 

It’s all too likely, however, that he is simply indulging 
in childish outbursts, as you suggest, because his parents let 
him get away with such tantrums when he was young. 
Maybe he even found he could get his own way by being 
mean enough. That is a mighty bad start for any boy or 
girl. I would not be too sure that he will outgrow it unless 
you help him. He might even get worse, unless he gets 
headed in a different direction. 

You should review your whole marriage, and your 
daily life, to see what more can be done to make every- 
thing peaceful. You claim he explodes without any cause, 
but if you watch closely you will probably find that cer- 
tain things trigger him. Try to avoid those things. You'll 

probably find that he behaves much better in ¢ertain' cir- 
cumstances—try té repeat those circumstances. Help him 
in every way to be pleased with and proud of his home, his 
wife, and his son. It’s a hard job of re-education that you 
are going to undertake but in favorable circumstances it can 
be done.

Bergen at Career 


IG MONEY, BUT IT'S A KILLING PACE,

E ate lunch and spent the 
afternoon the other day 
with Edgar Bergen, whom 
many of you recall as the intel- 
ligence back of one Charlie Mc- 
Carthy, a dummy, when radio 
was at the peak of its populari- 
ty. Bergen is in St. Louis for an 
engagement at the Chase Hotel 
which is the opening shot in a 
short campaign which will wind 
up at the Waldorf-Astoria and 
which, he admits, is somewhat 
in the nature of a rehearsal. 
For the first time in quite a 
few years, Bergen is working 
before live audiences to get his 
larynx back in shape and polish 
up the technique which won him 
recognition as the world’s great- 
est ventriloquist. Then he will 
face up to a very important de- 
cision. 


To put it bluntly, it’s Bergen 
at the crossroads. He is being 
besieged by the television net- 
works, but he refuses to give 
them an answer. Not until he 
has completed the tour, at any 
rate, and is back in the old 
Bergen form. 

We met Bergen in the Gour- 
met Room of the Park Plaza 
where, after a short and not too 
desperate struggle he gave in 
and ordered the lake trout 
cooked in butter and the peas 
and mushrooms, also cooked in 
butter. The struggle was brought 
on by the fact that Bergen is, 
in his middle years, looking 
comfortably plurhp. His face is 
almost as round as Charlie Mc- 
Carthy’s, and his waistline is 
reaching rather stately propor- 
tions. 


He doesn’t worry too much 
about it, however. In fact, he 
doesn’t seem to worry much 
about anything. He is an ex- 
tremely relaxed individual, and 
with his plumpness, his now al- 
most bald head and his incon- 
spicuous gray suit, he looked 
like a man far, far removed 
from show business. In fact, al- 
though the dining room was 
filled, no one-gave any indica- 
tion of recognizing Bergen. I 
asked him how many people 
recognized him in public with- 
out McCarthy. “Oh, not more 
than 30 per cent,” he said, “if 
that many.”

OWEVER, he has long since 
H grown accustomed to playing 

second fiddle to the famous 
dummy, and he smiles tolerantly 
when one brings up the idea, 
which many magazine writers 
have loved to toy with, that he 
becomes extremely jealous of 
his alter ego, or that their per- 
sonalities sometimes become 
confused in his own mind. 

It could be understood, how- 
ever, We'll have to confess that 
just after we had shaken hands 
and before we had shaken out 
our napkins, we caught ourselves 
on the verge of asking, “and 
how’s Mr. McCarthy?” However, 
it’s not unusual, Bergen said, so 
we didn't feel too embarrassed.

And once when they were mak- 
ing a movie, they were baffled, 
when looking at the rushes, by 
the fact that all Charlie’s lines 
were muffled.

when Charlie had a line to say. 

After lunch we went over to 
the Chase Club where Bergen 
was going to rehearse for his 
opening show.

Bergen held Podine’s beauti- 
ful. but disembodied head in 
front of our eyes and she slowly 
winked one eye.

Bergen explained that -Char- 
lie’s head was in a_ special, 
velvet-lined carrying case in his 
suite. It’s the same head that, 
well, that Charlie has always 
had. He has a couple of extra 
heads used for making publicity 
appearances and things like that, 
but for shows Bergen always 
uses the old original, and he 
protects it like crown jewels. 

Bergen sat down to talk about 
himself and McCarthy and the 
future, 


“They're calling mé every 
day,” he said, referring to the 
TV networks. “It’s big money 
and all that — but its every 
week,” he added with a look of 
slight horror, “for 52 weeks of 
the year!” 

Bergen had his coat off and 
in his shirt sleeves and old- 
fashioned white suspenders he 
went over to inspect a small 
portable bar which was one of 
the props in his act. 

“I'm conducting a one-man 
revolt,” he said, “against what 
they’re doing to comedians. It’s 
a killing pace.” 

He went over to adjust an- 
other of his dummies, Mortimer
